In a speech before the Rotary |

Statler, Mayor Tucker urged | 
voters next May 8 to accept the | 
recommendations of a nonparti- | 
san citizens committeee for the | 
13-member board of freeholders 
that will undertake charter re- 
vision after that date. 


“Citizen committees such as 
that which is’now recommend- 
ing a slate of independent free- 
holders to write a new charter 
led the educational campaigns 
on behalf of the Plaza bond is- 
sue, the earnings tax charter 
amendment and the $110,000,- 
000 bond issue,” he said. 

“I personally feel that these 
three progressive steps were 
approved by the voters because 
they had implicit faith in the 
recommendations of such citi- 
zen groups. 


Question Before Voters . 


“The question now is: Will 
the people of St. Louis accept 
the recommendations of a group 
such as the Citizens Charter 
Committee or will they vote the 
wishes of the political organi- 
zations? 


‘ 

“I am a firm beli¢ver in the 
two-party system, but a new 
charter is not a partisan issue. 
This must not be . tan 
or a Republican ch ; it 
be a people's charter. - 

“I do not believe that poli- 
ticians, or those beholden to 
politicians, should establish in 
the new charter the powers, 
duties and privileges of office 
which will be held by politicians 
for many years to come. These 
powers, duties and privileges 
should be determined by the 
people. 

“To be co 
believe that I, as Mayor, should 

etermine the powers and du- 
ties of future mayors in this 
new charter. 

“All officeholders, past and 
present, who have gained 
knowledge which will be help- 
ful to the board of freeholders, 
should be given the opportunity 
to express their viewpoints be- 
fore the freeholders, but they 
should not determine the con- 
tent of the charter,” he said. 

After reviewing the manner 
in which the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee slate was chosen, he said it 
represented all elements in the 
community through open- 
minded, public-spirited citizens 
committed to no one.

WASHINGTON, April 26 
(AP)—The Senate last night 
passed the bill setting up the 
first comprehensive federal reg- 
ulation of the nation’s bank 


holding companies. 

Passage was by voice vote 
alter three days of debate. 

Proponents said it virtually 
assured enactment of a regula- 
tory law at this session, since 
the House passed a similar 
measure last year. The bill now 
goes to conference. , 

Senator Robertson (Dem.), 
Virginia, floor manager for the 
qreasure, said the fight for such 

a law began 18 years ago with 
his predecessor in the Senate, 
Carter Glass of Virginia, in the 
forefront of the battle. 

Glass and former Senator 
William Gibbs McAdoo (Dem.), 
California, both former secre- 
taries of’ the treasury, worked 
unsuccessfully for such a law in 
the 1930's, Robertson said. 

Major Provisions. 

The bill would do three major 
things: 

1. Require approval of the 
Federal Reserve Board before 
a bank holding company could 
acquire an interest in any new 
banks. | 

2. Prohibit a bank holding | 
company from acquiring a bank 
in another state unless that 
state passed a law permitting 
i 


t. 

3. Prohibit a bank holding 
company from owning any non- 
banking assets and require it to 
get rid of any it now has within 
two years. 

The latter provision strikes 
hardest at Transamerica Cor- 
poration of California, the 
country’s largest bank holding 
company, which has a billion 
dollars worth of non-banking 
assets. Transamerica controls 
operation of eight banks with 
more than 200 branches. 

The across-state-lines ban 
was written into the bill on the 
Senate floor Tuesday through 
adoption, by a 58 to 18 vote, of 
an amendment sponsored by 
Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illinois. 

Similar to House Bill. 

The Senate version as finally 
passed is quite similar to the 
House bill except for the pro- 
vision as to control of acquisi- 

tion of new banks. 

The House measure permits 
bank supervisory authorities— 
the comptroller of the currency 
for national banks, state agen- 
cies for state banks—to exercise 
che veto power on new acquisi- 
tions. The Senate version gives 
the power .to the Federal Re- 
serve Board, but the board 
would have the benefit of rec- 
ommendations of the super- 
visory authorities. 

The Senate adopted amend- 
ments to exempt a Florida hold- 
ing company—Consolidated Na- 
val Stores of Sebring—from 
any provisions of the bill, and 
two others—Trust Co. of Georgia 
Associates of Atlanta, and First 
National Bank Trustees of 
Louisville, Ky.—from the re- 
quirement of divestment of non- 
banking assets. 

Senator Capehart (Rep.), In- 
diana, offered an amendment to 
knock out the divestment pro- 
vision for all holding com- 
panies, but this was beaten, 68 
to 13.

New H-Bomb Te 


st Is Expected 


To Cause Minimum of Fallout 


Blast Range May Set New Record, but 


High-Altitude 
Reduce 


Explosion Will 
Danger. 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (UP) 
~The blast range of next 
month’s public H-bomb  ex- 
plosion in the Pacific may set 
a United States record. 

The shot, scheduled for det- 
onation about May 8 at Bikini, 
is expected to generate a mini- 
mum of dangerous radioactive 
fallout. 

That is because it is planned 
to explode the bomb high in 
the air. High airbursts have 
greater blast range but produce 
far less fallout than explosions 
On or near the surface. 

For that reason, and because 
of intensified safety procedures, 
the United States expects no 
repetition next month of the 
fallout incident which kicked 
off international repercussions | 
in March 1954. 

The shot of March 1, 1954, 
showered “hot” fallout on a 
7000-square-mile Pacific area 
extending 220 miles downwind 
from the explosion. The weapon 
was detonated on the surface 
of a coral islet which thereupon 
disappeared. 

Much of the coral was pul- 
verized and carried aloft. When 
it began settling again a few 
hours after the explosion, this 
fine dust carried with it the ra- 
dioactive atomic fragments 
which are the deadly result of 
nuclear fission. 

Into Stratosphere. 

The high airburst is expected, 
however, to send the great bulk 
of its burden of radioactivity 
surging into the stratosphere 
miles above the air layers in 
which man lives.

Multimegation weapons, equal 
in fury to millions of tons of 
TNT, create gigantic fireballs 
several miles in diameter. Their 
surface is as hot as the sun’s.

Much of the bomb’s 
violence is absorbed by contact 
with the surface if the shot is 
a low one.

A Look at Our Changing Food Habit 
Fresh Oran 


St. Louis Women Will- 
ing to Pay for Time,! 
Labor-Saving Packag- 


ing, Report Shows. 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 
W E are always fascinated by 


trends in our local habits— 


how St. Loulsans are 
changing their ways of living, 
and why. For this reason we 
were most interested in the an- 
nual report of shipments of 
fresh fruits and vegetables in- 


to this market, which was re- 


leased last week. 


An analytical look at this re- 
port, compiled by E. R. Mead, 
the local representative of the 
fruit and vegetable division of 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture’s marketing serv- 
ice, reveals some interesting 
changes in the food shopping 
and eating habits of families 
in the community. 


The one point which, in our 
opinion, stood out most forcibly 
was the fact that women ap- 
parently are quite willing to 
pay money for savings in time 
and effort. There is a definite 
trend toward pre-packaged 
fresh fruits and vegetables. In 
other words, shippers are now 
doing some of the work for- 
merly performed by the home- 
maker in her own kitchen, and 
she doesn’t seem to mind pay- 
ing them for their services. 


Practically all carrots and 
radishes are now received with- 
out tops, and packed in film 
bags, Mead points out. 


We have repeatedly men- 
tioned that trimmed and film- 
wrapped heads of cauliflower 
were appearing in more and 
more markets, and the report 
substantiates the growing pop- 
ularity of this packaging. 


Most white and sweet pota- 
toes are now washed, and many 
are color waxed. This waxing 
does add somewhat to the keep- 
ing qualities of potatoes, but it 
also makes them more attrac- 
tive. That “eye appeal” that we 
so. Often stress in planning 
meals apparently plays as im- 
portant a role in buying foods 
as in serving them. 


There has been a decided 
change in the type of tomatoes 
which meet with public favor in 
the St. Louis market. Vine- 
ripened tomatoes (picked in the 
pink rather than the green 
state) are now available through- 
out most of the year, and con- 
sumers are expressing a definite 
preference for them. So delicate 
are they that they 
aged very carefully; 
even waxed for added protec- 
tion. 

Potatoes again headed the list 
of produce shipped into this 
area, with a total equivalent to 
5759 carloads (including truck 
shipments). Bananas pushed let- 
tuce from second to third place. 
Fourth and fifth place winners 
will, we think, surprise you. 
Watermelons and tomatoes, re- 
spectively. , 

Arrivals were down on south- 
ern peaches (the result of a late 
freeze) and fresh citrus (prob- 
ably due to the increased use 
of canned and frozen juice and 
segments). On the other hand, 
we ate more apples, bananas, 


grapes, cherries, pineapples, 
plums and prunes.

let’s get down to the current 

situation on fruits and vege- 
tables. 


If you are interested in sav- 
ing money, build your menus 
around the following vegeta- 
bles this week—cabbage, celery, 
corn, iceberg lettuce, onions, 
sweet potatoes and tomatoes. 

Vegetables which are on the 
upward trend are beans, broc- 
coli, eauliflower, cucumbers, 
peppers and potatoes (with the 
exception of the sweet potatoes 
mentioned above). 

We have listed tomatoes in 
the “good buys” list. There are 
some of the large vine-ripened 
ones from Florida now in the 
markets which are of superb 
flavor. 

Iceberg lettuce also made the 
bargain category, but leaf let- 
tuce is a bit on the high side 
due to the recent cool weather. 

That cool weather also slowed 
down our homegrown asparagus 
A few token shipments have 
come te town, however, as proof 
that our lecal ‘grass is -just 
waiting for a little more good, 
warm weather. The same thing 
is true of homegrown rhubarb. 

On the other hand, weather 
eonditions have been ideal for 
homegrown spinach and green 
onions.

Sift together flour, baking 
powder and salt. Cut or rub in 
shortening until mixture is 


crumbly. Add cheese, mixing 
well. 

Add milk to make a thick 
| batter, stirring until flour is 
well moistened. 

Using two forks, drop batter 
stretching in long narrow 
“sticks,” about one by six 
inches, on greased baking sheet. 
Press sides smooth. Bake in 


hot oven (450 degrees) 10 to 15 
minutes,

The viola- 
tions affected the United States 
armed forces, the Government 
said. 
Indicted along with Powell 
) were his wife, the former Sylvia 
Campbell of Pendleton, Ore., 
and Julian of New 
York. Mrs. Powell was named 


as contributing editor to the 
magazine and Schuman, a free- 
lance newsman who occasionally 
worked for American radio net- 
works at the time, was named 
as associate editor. 

All three are 36. Powell, who 
attended the University of Mis- 
souri, is the son of the late 
J. B. Powell, Communist-hating 
founder and long-time editor of 
the Review 

The elder Powell died in 
1947 of the effects of starvation 
and illness in Japanese prison 
camps in Shanghai during World 
War Il 

Powell's Comment, 

Reached by telephone at his 
San Francisco home where he 
has. lived since the Review 
folded in 1953 and he returned 
home, Powell laughed and said: 

“I think they’re pushing this 
a little far. I haven't seen the 
counts, but certainly neither 
Sylvia nor I have done anything 
seditious. That’s completely un- 
true. I think a good part of this 
goes back to the Jenner com- 
mittee hearings in the Senate, 
and if that’s so it’s as phoney 
as a three-dollar bill.” 

As far back as Sept. 29, 1954, 
United States Senator William 
E. Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, called 
Powell a “renegade American.” 
and demanded treason charges 
be pressed against him. Jenner

This has produced deplorable 


results.”

Minor premise: Persons of student 
age are persons dependent on an- 
other group in important ways (de- 
pendént on their parents for their 
existence and nurture, and on their 
teachers for educating them, and on 
the older generations for producing 
the society in which they live). 

Conclusion: Therefore, persons of 
student age are persons who ought 
not'to criticize the group on which 
they are dependent (or students 
ought to be seen and not heard).

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Ezra’s Changing Image 

Secretary of Agriculture Benson has now com- 
pleted the job of putting into force a new sched- 
ule of election-year farm price supports, and it 
seems clear that the popular image of the Sec- 
retary will have to be revised. 

Ever since coming into office, Secretary Ben- 
son has been known as a perfect lion of a man, 
brave, flinty, indomitable, foe of expediency, 
embodiment of unyielding principle—in short, 
just great. When he called the Brannan Plan 
“morally corrupt,” his own purity of character 
shone forth like the new weather beacon on top 
of the General American Life Insurance build- 
ing. Here was a man who, as he himself did 
not mind suggesting, would always do right, 
the whole right and nothing but the right. 

Now it does not quite track. Brave and flinty 
Ezra, etc., etc., turns out to be just about as 
flexible as the sliding-scale price supports he 
used to advocate up to a few weeks ago. Basic- 
ally the farm situation has not undergone any 
drastic change within the last month. Yet Sec- 
retary Benson is now setting all the major 
price supports well above the levels where he 
had previously announced they would be set. 

How does it happen that brave and flinty 
Ezra, etc., could consider 75 per cent of parity 
an adequate support level for cotton in March, 
but in April deems 82% per cent necessary? 
What considerations impelled him to raise wheat 
from 76 per cent to 84 per cent, commercial 
corn from 81 to 86, rice from 75 to 83, and 
so on? 

The answer is, of course, well known, and it 
does not have much to do with principle. Sec- 
retary Benson changed his mind because the 
President told him to. And the President told 
him to because sugar coating was needed—at 
least enough to last until November—for the 
pill of the farm bill veto. 

Secretary Benson turns out to be quite a 
generous man. When the new price support 
levels are applied to estimated 1956 crops, he 
is offering the farmers $1,611,000,000 more than 
he had intended to offer them before the veto. 
He has even told corn growers in the commer- 
cial corn states that they can produce all the 
corn they want to this year, disregarding acreage 
restrictions, and still receive price support loans 
at 82 per cent of parity. In the old days, they 
had to restrict their production in order to 
qualify for price supports. 

Of course Secretary Benson is not as open- 
handed as Congress. Nobody could expect that. 
Congress, with its 90 per cent supports across 
the board, offered farmers $2,200,000,000 more 
in prospective crop values for 1956 than they 
would have received under the old, or flinty, 
Benson program. 

All the same, Ezra, we think, is doing pretty 
well. Pretty well for Ezra, anyhow.

End of a Windfall 


Members of the Missouri Legislature can take 
genuine satisfaction in their action in submitting 
a constitutional amendment to enable the people 
of this state to earn on their idle state funds. 

Passage by the Senate—the vote was unani- 
mous—of the House resolution completes the 
legislative course of this thoroughly desirable 
financial reform. The proposal that goes to the 
people is to amend the Constitution so these 
funds may be invested either in short-term Unit- 
ed States Government securities or as time de- 
posits in banks. Either investment bears interest. 

This is a step which should have been taken 
as soon as the Attorney General held that such 
investment was in conflict with the 1945 State 
Constitution. This opinion could have been 
tested in the courts, or the Legislature could 
have heeded gubernatorial recommendations for 
a corrective. But better late than never. 

There cannot be even the slightest question 
as to what will happen when this proposal goes 
to the voters. It will pass overwhelmingly. 

Thanks to the leadership of the special session 
the proposition will be on the ballot in Novem- 
ber. This means that Missouri soon will be 
out of the small category of states that gives a 
financial windfall to a few chosen banks for no 
good reason at all. . 
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As to the Freeholders 


A “protest meeting” on behalf of the 32 char- 
ter freeholder candidates not indorsed by the 
Citizens Charter Committee has been ahnounced 
by Frank A. Neun, former assistant city coun- 
sellor and himself one of their number. 

These individuals, of course, have the right 
to further their candidacies, but it is a very 
big question whether they have a real grievance 
against the Citizens Committee. That represen- 
tative group wes brought together to study the 
candidates and to recommend a slate of 13—the 
number to be elected on May 8—who gave the 
greatest promise of making a disinterested study 
of charter reform instead of seeking to advance 
personal interests. 

As Tom K. Smith, chairman of the commit- 
tee, said in announcing the selections, there are 
some worthy citizens among the other candi- 
dates. But his group was limited to the indorse- 
ment of 13, and it chose those who, In its col- 
lective opinion, would make the best “team” for 
this important civic undertaking. The commit- 
tee did not ask any candidate to commit him- 
self in advance to any particular reform, insist- 
ing that the recommendations of the elected 
freeholders should stem out of their considera- 
tion of the City Government's problems. 

As Mr. Smith and Mayor Tucker have said 
subsequently, there also are among the unrec- 
ommended candidates some who represent pro- 
fessional politicians and who have very definite 
preconceptions of what a new Charter should be. 
And there is cause to believe that if they pre- 
vail, the new may well be worse than the old.

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Next Witness 

The Senate Investigations subcommittee look- 
ing into Government clothing scandals has 
decided to subpena Murray M. Chotiner, Vice 
President Nixon’s campaign manager. Mr. 
Chotiner is the logical next witness, because 
the Senators learned very little about him in 
questioning Herman Kravitz, a New Jersey 
clothing contractor. 

Chotiner’s appearance may bring the long 
inquiry to a climax. Kravitz, head of the A-C 
Clothing Co., was convicted in 1954 of embez- 
zling Government property in a deal for making 
Army parkas. Now, called before the Senate 
committee, he finally admitted that he had hired 
Chotiner in 1953. ; 

The Senators had already learned this from 
another witness, but Kravitz at first refused to 
admit it. When he did concede it, he refused 
to tell the investigators whether Chotiner had 
been hired for his undoubted political influence. 
He refused to say whether Chotiner had inter- 
ceded with the Justice Department in the em- 
bezzlement case. The Senators were left with 
no alternative but to call Chotiner himself. 

Who is Murray Chotiner? He is an able 
California attorney who was president of the 
Republican party’s state organiZation two years 
before Richard M. Nixon went to him for help 
in getting elected to Congress. He managed 
Nixon campaigns. And when he recently filed 
a million-dollar libel sult against an “expose” 
magazine, he charged that attacks on him were 
“bought and paid for by political enemies of 
myself and Dick Nixon.” 

One unusual aspect of the clothing scandal 
investigation is the broken field running of that 
veteran investigator, Senator McCarthy. The 
Wisconsin Senator hammered Herman Kravitz 
for employing his constitutional right against 
self-incrimination. But then Senator McCarthy 
defended Chotiner’s role as Kravitz’s attorney. 

The Senator said he could see nothing wrong 
in acceptance of a “legal fee.” He added un- 
necessarily that “I had nothing to do with 
bringing these facts out. ...I was not making 
any attack on the Vice President.” 

Nobody-expects the great investigator to at- 
tack a political ally. But even Senator McCarthy 
should be expected to help bring out the facts 
about Mr. Nixon’s campaign manager and the 
Kravitz deals. That is what the public wants 
to know. 
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Now on the Agenda 

The House Rules Committee has finally 
cleared a comprehensive federal highway bill, 
and it now comes up for House action, open for 
amendments. By and large, this road pro- 
gram is soundly based on pay-as-you-ride high- 
way use taxes, and promises hope for a federal 
superhighway network which the nation 
has needed for too many years. Such a bill 
should not be allowed to hit road-blocks and 
detours as happened last year when lobbyists 
joined the fray. This time, surely, Congress 
knows that the whole nation will judge the 
caliber of its debate and finality of its action. 
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Toward Understanding in the World 


“At Salzburg,” wrote Chief Justice Warren in 
Fortune magazine, “I visited the seminar where 
American institutions, including American law, 
are interpreted to deeply interested students 
from all parts of Europe.” 

The “seminar” about which the head of our 
Supreme Court was speaking is the Salzburg 
Seminar, in American Studies through which 
more than 2200 participants from 15 European 
countries have enjoyed opportunities over a pe- 
riod of almost 10 years to rid themselves of 
popular misconceptions about the United States. 
In turn, these misconceptions have been re- 
placed by the facts about our culture, our edu- 
cation, our economy, our press and our other 
institutions through free discussions led by out- 
standing American teachers and authorities. 

Participants have included representatives of 
almost every kind of commendable endeavor, 
among them teachers, officials, union leaders, 
journalists, librarians and radio and film pro- 
ducers. After attending a seminar period Die- 
trich Schulz, German newspaperman, said: 

“I now know how little I really knew about 
the United States before I came to the seminar 
and how much I still have to learn.” Ole Larsen, 
Danish law student wrote: “The enlightening 
comments on conditions under which American 
foreign policy is planned, decided upon and exe- 
cuted, have given me deeper understanding of 
what is happening.” Scores of similar apprecia- 
tions could be quoted. 

The Salzburg seminar, whose headquarters are 
at 54 Boylston street, Cambridge 38, Mass., 
has some help from the Rockefeller and Ford 
foundations. But it needs and deserves wide- 
spread popular support by citizens who realize 
the role of the United States in world affairs. 
Certainly the educational work in Schloss Leo- 
poldskron in Austria is making a major contribu- 
tion to “increased understanding of America 
abroad.” May it continue for many years! 
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Senator Hennings Can Help 

The Democratic Senate is serving the best 
interests of the country by confirming many of 
President Eisenhower's recent appointments to 
the federal judiciary. Only this week it ap- 
proved four Judges for new 12-year terms on 
the United States Tax Court. Earlier the Senate 
approved several other important judicial nomi- 
nations, including that of Judge Stanley N. 
Barnes for the. Court of Appeals in the Far West. 

This suggests that. action may be expected 
soon on the presidential nomination of Solicitor 
General Simon E. Sobeloff to be a Judge of the 
United States Court of Appeals for Maryland, 
Virginia, West Virginia and the Carolinas. 
Without doubt Judge Sobeloff is one of the 
most qualified of all the President's appointees 
in more than three years in office. On the 
bench in Maryland, in the office of Solicitor 
General, this nominee has upheld the highest 
traditions. of the legal profession. 

Yet the appointment has been pending in the 
Senate since last July. It is still in the hands 
of a Senate Judiciary subcommittee, whose 
chairman is Senator O'Mahoney of Wyoming. 
The members are: Hennings of Missouri and 
McClellan of Arkansas, Democrats, and Watkins 
of Utah and Welker of Idaho, Republicans. This 
subcommittee is now scheduled to hold a hear- 
ing May 3.

Three Meaningless Little Words | Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Apparently harmless phrase in Dirksen substitute makes it just 
what the Bricker Amendment was; an excuse for curtailing 
President's treaty power, says Missourian; this authority already 
constitutionally limited to foreign affairs, so no change is needed. 


From a Report to the Senate by Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 


I am opposed to the adoption of the 
Dirksen substitute amendment to the 
Constitution to place additional limita- 
tions on the power of the President to 
make treaties and other international 
agreements. 

The proponents of the Dirksen 
amendment have not made plain, either 
in the majority report or in their pub- 
lic statements, what the Dirksen amend- 
ment will or will not do. 


The confusion about this amendment 
was emphasized by President Eisen- 
hower when he indicated that he and 
his advisers were 
in doubt as to the 
meaning of the 
proposed amend- 
ment and that he 
would never agree 
to any diminution 
of the Executive's 
authority to con- 
struct and get be- 
fore Congress the 
kind of treaties 
that will serve our 
country’s best in- 
terest. 

Sound public pol- 
icy is surely at War tTyoma C. Her 
with amending the 
Constitution unless the purpose and e:- 
fect of the amendment are ‘clear. The 
Dirksen amendment is not clear. This 
is sufficient reason for not adopting it. 


‘Any Provision Of 


The crucial provision of the amend- 
ment is as follows: 

“A provision of a treaty or other in- 
ternational agreement whi conflicts 
with any provision of this Constitution 
shall not be of any force or effect.” 

The three words, “any provision of,” 
look as though they do not change the 
sense at all, but as interpreted by the 
majority report they will produce re- 
markable results. 


The majority report favoring the 
amendment can be boiled down to three, 
main subjects—two truisms and a power 
play. 

The first truism is that treaties can- 
not conflict with the Constitution. How- 
ever, for this simple proposition the 
“three little words” are unnecessary. 

The proponents of the Bricker amend- 
ment would never have kept on coming 
dip with one new text after another if 
all they wanted was only a constitution- 
al declaration that “is intended only to 
state what most of the American people 
have always felt should be the law.” 

The second truism is that treaties can 
cover only subjects that properly per- 
tain to foreign relations. The report 
gives not one citation to the contrary; 
the verdict is unanimous. Yet the re- 
port concludes it is desirable to incor- 
porate such a concept in the Constitu- 
tion, and that the proposed amendment 
would accomplish this. 


Power Play and President 


But this line of argument is non- 
sense. In the first place, the concept 
that agreements must deal with matters 
of genuine international concern is al- 
ready incorporated in the Constitution. 
Second, if the concept is not eee in 
the Constitution, the “three little 
words” cannot be reasonably inter- 
preted as supplying it. 

If in the future some treaty were 
made ae mae ane A a a 
properly to fore relations, 
would fail as being a fraud on the trea- 
ty power. The Tenth amendment would 
not accomplish the result; it merely 
specifies the states and the people as 
those to whom are reserved all rs 
not thus delegated. And, of course, the

advanced as truisms now serve as a 
power play. The report makes plain the 
amendment is intended to overrule the 
Supreme Court’s decision in the Pink 
case. In addition, the proponents say: 

“With respect to agreements con- 
cluded by the President alone, if such 
agreements involved a matter within 
the delegated powers of the Congress, 
and the agreements had not been au- 
thorized by the Congress, it would be 
ineffective unless and until such time 
as the Congress had ratified it.” 


In other words, the amendment seems 
to be designed to be at least as drastic 
as the George substitute defeated at the 
culmination of the 1954 debate (which 
provided that an executive agreement 
shall become effective as internal law 
in the United. States only by an Act of 
Congress). 


More Problems Than Solutions 


To effect this curtailment of the na- 
tion's leader in foreign affairs, the re- 
port relies on the “three little words.” 
Insofar as subordinating the President 
to state law is concerned, the report 
invokes the Tenth amendment, ignor- 
ing the fact that the President’s powers 
in the field of foreign affairs are dele- 
gated to him by the Constitution. 


The report seeks to attach signifi- 
cance to the fact that the power to 
conclude executive agreements is no- 
where “mentioned” in the Constitution, 
overlooking the fact that the signing 
of an executive agreement by the Presi- 
dent derives its sanction from the pow- 
ers that the Constitution confers on 
the President. This derivative power 
has been specifically recognized and 
confirmed by the Supreme Court. 

The objective of the amendment as 
regarding executive agreements is what 
was tried in earlier versions of the 
Bricker amendment and wisely defeat- 
ed. By throwing a constitutional cloud 
on their legality, the amendment would 
cause the President to submit hundreds 
or thousands of executive agreements 
for congressional approval. It would 
thus operate as a power play to shift 
the prime responsibility for the conduct 
of foreign affairs from the President to 
Congress, but such a redistribution of 
our constitutional powers would create 
more problems than it solves. 


Why Not a Plain Meaning? 


It ig impossible to provide a const!- 
tutional restriction which will prevent 
agreements we may not like without 
also eliminating executive powers we 
know our Government—any govern- 
ment—must have. We would be foolish 
to depfive our President of his historic 
position as the nation’s leader in its 
relation with other countries. 


When the report has to use such ex- 
traordinary manipulations of law and 
words to explain the amendment, we 
perceive how the anrendment itself will 
immerse the foreign affairs of the 
United States in hopeless insecurity. 

If the proponents want a constitu- 
tional amendment why don't they write 
one whose meaning and effect are plain 
on its face? ~ 

Regretfully, the conclusion must be 
that the reason for the Dirksen substi- 
tute is that the proponents decided 
they would have to accomplish their 
ends by doing two things, first adding 
three seemingly harmless words and 
second, writing a discursive committee 
report. Then, if their amendment were 
their own “interpretations” 
could be used to attack treaties and 
executive a ments, whether in com- 
mittee, on the Senate floor, or in the 
courts.

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If Only Wishing Would Do It 


WORLD WITHOUT BARRIERS, by Emanuel R. Posnack 

(Morrow, 434 pgs., $5.) 

The tense condition of man’s interna- 
tional relations, with an ever-present 
threat of war, has set many minds to 
work in recent generations to find an 
alternative to the immense waste and 
terrifying destruction of modern pre- 
paredness and warfare. Suggestions 
have ranged from moral equivalents to 
preventive war, from disarmament to 
world government. Emanuel Posnack, 
engineer, accountant and lawyer, joins 
the diagnosticians with one of the more 
impractical prescriptions for peace. 

Posnack finds the antagonism be- 
tween the Communistic Soviet Union 
and the capitalistic United States to 
be our major potential source of war. 
Ile analyzes the economic fallacies of 
Communism, and briefly he delineates 
the deficiencies of Soviet society. Then 


he turns his attention on us and 
discovers “restrictive capitalism” and 
all sorts of bar- 


riers to human well- 
being: land rights 
barrier, tax barrier, 
labor-blocking bar- 
rier, barriers to 
trade including tar- 
iffs and colonial- 
ism, speculation, 
the monopoly bar- 
rier to free compe- 
tition, and others. 
In short, he de- 
clares a plague on 
both houses—East 
and West, and then 
Emanue! Posnack he indicts the sov- 
ereignty barrier for 
keeping the world’s people separated 
in hostile, national groups. 

The path to peace and prosperity is 
easy to follow, according to Posnack. 
First all barriers to man’s movement 
must be dropped, and then some great 
global organization will apply the “twin 
technologies” of communication and 
transportation, first to discover through 
the Global Statistical Service where 
there are opportunities for jobs or in- 
vestment, and second to transport men 
and materials to the site of opportunity. 


It Is as easy as this: “The free move- 
ment of labor power would eliminate 
the need for gigantic labor blocs and 
centralized union control. The inter- 
mingling of peoples would give men an 
opportunity .to understand others out- 
side their own sphere, including those 
who have other ideological beliefs. 

“There would be better opporfunities 
for improved human relationships: and 
the need for relying on great religious 
units would diminish. Monolithic au- 
thoritarian powers would disappear 
when congealed masses of humanity 
would become freely moving currents 
of independent mobile individuals. 

Apparently national governments 
would wither away along with all the 
barriers. Mr. Posnack is extremely 
vague about the structure of his new 
fluid society, but perhaps structure is 
unimportant when anyone or anything 
can go anywhere at any time. Neither 
completely Communistic nor completely 
capitalistic, the world’s economy would 
be something in between—a synthesis. 
War, of course, would be no more. If 
wishing could bring peace, all the world 
could have it today. But wishing won't 
make it so.
